ANOTHER GOOD WHEAT CROP 
****** 


The favorable estimates on the 1920 wheat crop in the Uni- 


ted States anrl France have been suplemented by a more en- 
fOuraginjf prospect from the Canadian wli2at fields. The North- 
western Grain Association, which speaks for the wheat section 
of Canada, and the Saskatchewan, another representative of the 
rfood porducers, report that crop conditions in Canada never were 
more promising. The Dominion area seeded to wheat totals 14,- 
100,000 acres, which the Grain Association reports was 10 per 
cent, below last year's acreage, but the difference is offset by crop 
conditions, which indicate a yield practically double that of last 
year. 


In 1919 the Canadian average was 10 bushels to the acre be- 


cause of unusually unfortunate weather conditions, while thi.i 
year the yield will run not less than 18 bushels, probably a little 
higher. ShouM the 18-bushel estimate not be lowered, Canada 
will have 200,000,000 bushels for export as against 100,000,000 
.in 1919 and the prospect is pelasing in that ratio. Discussion 
of probable lower prices has begun on the plausible inference thai 
other crops will increase their tonnage 
proportionately with 


•wheat, marking the first glimmer of genuine hope that the prin- 
cipal cause of unrest may be removed with the harvesting of 
the season's farm products.

jected to almost inconceivable pres- 
sure of all kinds by his party col- 
leagues who wanted the treaty urti- 
iieil and were willing to swallow the 
Lodge, reservations or any other res- 
ervations to get, the necessary two- 
thirds vote. 
Often when a erilical 


moment in the league fight developed, 
influential Democratic senators would 
press around him in the Democratic 
<•!';;:!* room 
nn<{ plead w i l b him 
to 


say the won! and permit them to vote 
w i t h the Republicans and get the 
treaty rat ilied. 
No one on the out- 


side will ever know what temptations 
were held out to him. But he never 
hudgod. When a reasonable 
doubt 


arose as to just what the President's 
attitude would be, Hitchcock would 
hurry to the White Hoose and get his 
chief';; views. Once the President's 
attitude was known, Hitchcock steered 
his course without swerving. 


Senator Hitchcock 
was 
born 
in 


Omaha, in 18f>9 and still maintains his 
home thorn. ITe started out as a law- 
yer, having studied at Ann Arbor and 
at German universities. Later he be- 
came publisher of the Omaha World- 
Herald which he still edits long-dis- 
tance from Washington. 
His early 


.struggles as a publisher were drama- 
tic and tales are told of how he used 
to chat at length with reporters in 
his office on payday while the cashier 
hustled around trying to raise money 
to meet the payroll. 


Hitchcock 
went to 
Congress 
in 


1903, served throe terms 
and then 


was elected to the Senate taking his 
seat there in 1911. A member of the 
foriegn relations committee, he was 
active in all congressio?ial stops lead- 
ing up to the declarations of war with 
Germany. With the death of: Sen- 
ator Martin, Virginia, Hitchcock suc- 
ceeded to the acting leadership of the 
Democratic .side. 


In this capacity ho conducted the 


administration's treaty fight. 
At a 


recent caucus however, Senator Un- 
derwood, Alabama, was chosen leader 
of the minority, Hitchcock 
having 


withdrawn from the race a few days 
before. 


Hitchcock gets in about seven days 


of golf a week despite his heavy floor 
duties in the Senate. 
He takes on 


all comers, including Republicans, and

ANOTHER GOOD WHEAT CROP 
****** 


The favorable estimates on the 1920 wheat crop in the Uni- 


ted States anrl France have been suplemented by a more en- 
fOuraginjf prospect from the Canadian wli2at fields. The North- 
western Grain Association, which speaks for the wheat section 
of Canada, and the Saskatchewan, another representative of the 
rfood porducers, report that crop conditions in Canada never were 
more promising. The Dominion area seeded to wheat totals 14,- 
100,000 acres, which the Grain Association reports was 10 per 
cent, below last year's acreage, but the difference is offset by crop 
conditions, which indicate a yield practically double that of last 
year. 


In 1919 the Canadian average was 10 bushels to the acre be- 


cause of unusually unfortunate weather conditions, while thi.i 
year the yield will run not less than 18 bushels, probably a little 
higher. ShouM the 18-bushel estimate not be lowered, Canada 
will have 200,000,000 bushels for export as against 100,000,000 
.in 1919 and the prospect is pelasing in that ratio. Discussion 
of probable lower prices has begun on the plausible inference thai 
other crops will increase their tonnage 
proportionately with 


•wheat, marking the first glimmer of genuine hope that the prin- 
cipal cause of unrest may be removed with the harvesting of 
the season's farm products.

jected to almost inconceivable pres- 
sure of all kinds by his party col- 
leagues who wanted the treaty urti- 
iieil and were willing to swallow the 
Lodge, reservations or any other res- 
ervations to get, the necessary two- 
thirds vote. 
Often when a erilical 


moment in the league fight developed, 
influential Democratic senators would 
press around him in the Democratic 
<•!';;:!* room 
nn<{ plead w i l b him 
to 


say the won! and permit them to vote 
w i t h the Republicans and get the 
treaty rat ilied. 
No one on the out- 


side will ever know what temptations 
were held out to him. But he never 
hudgod. When a reasonable

attitude would be, Hitchcock would 
hurry to the White Hoose and get his 
chief';; views. Once the President's 
attitude was known, Hitchcock steered 
his course without swerving. 


Senator Hitchcock 
was 
born 
in 


Omaha, in 18f>9 and still maintains his 
home thorn. ITe started out as a law- 
yer, having studied at Ann Arbor and 
at German universities. Later he be- 
came publisher of the Omaha World- 
Herald which he still edits long-dis- 
tance from Washington. 
His early 


.struggles as a publisher were drama- 
tic and tales are told of how he used 
to chat at length with reporters in 
his office on payday while the cashier 
hustled around trying to raise money 
to meet the payroll. 


Hitchcock 
went to 
Congress 
in 


1903, served throe terms 
and then 


was elected to the Senate taking his 
seat there in 1911. A member of the 
foriegn relations committee, he was 
active in all congressio?ial stops lead- 
ing up to the declarations of war with 
Germany. With the death of: Sen- 
ator Martin, Virginia, Hitchcock suc- 
ceeded to the acting leadership of the 
Democratic .side. 


In this capacity ho conducted the 


administration's treaty fight. 
At a 


recent caucus however, Senator Un- 
derwood, Alabama, was chosen leader 
of the minority, Hitchcock 
having 


withdrawn from the race a few days 
before. 


Hitchcock gets in about seven days 


of golf a week despite his heavy floor 
duties in the Senate. 
He takes on 


all comers, including Republicans, and
